Tacticians would call the feat 
of the Marines “impossib le" b ut 
that is a word they don’t know. 
Difficult job s they do quickly. 
The 
impossib le

So, in one of the fiercest and 
most Intense b attles of its kind in 
history, the marines took Tulagi, 
Cavu ta and Tanamb ogo, honey­ 
comb ed with seemingly impreg­ 
nab le Japanese dugouts, and hill 
positions which swept our force 
with a deadly crossfire. 
New Crop of Heroes 
A new crop of marine heroes, 
ranking with tb s most exalted 
from Tripoli to Belleau Wood, was 
b om in the three-day, knockdown, 
d ragout b attle preceding our vic­ 
tory. 
The marines landed unopposed 
on the Tulagi b each, pushed to­ 
ward the jungle and ridge of the 
| island, then started their danger­ 
ous progress in fanning out over 
the length of the narrow little 
island. 
They met their first resistance 
a few yards away, when they 
found a nest of dugouts, from 
which they were exposed to heavy 
sniping. 
The marines pushed through the 
snipers, b ut the dugouts resisted 
for hours. 
“It was impossib le to approach 
the dugouts except from one di­ 
rection,” said Col. M erritt A. Ed­ 
son, of Chester, Vermont 
“One 
man had to crawl to the dugout 
and try to destroy it with dyna­ 
mite grenades while continuously 
exposed to deadly fire. 
“And no dugout could b e con­ 
sidered wiped out until all the 
Japs inside were dead. 
The ma­ 
rines had to go clear inside and 
wipe them out. 
“In one dugout we found 17 
dead Japs.”

Maj. Justin G. Chamb ers, of 
Washington, D. C., suffered two 
b roken wrists and severe lacera­ 
tions of his face and legs in one 
m ortar explosion.

One sergeant attempted to b low 
out a cave with grenades, b ut 
found the Japs would throw them 
out as fast as he tossed them In. 
The doughty American sergeant 
then attempted to heave dynamite 
into the cave. It was thrown b ack 
at him, the explosion splintering 
his leg. 
That’s where he lost his tem­ 
per. 
He ran inside, shooting his 
machine gun and killing four Japs 
who were shooting at him with 
automatic rifles.

ing pla nts for them during the 
Fall, and we m a y have them. 
A 
friend who has had som e ex peri­ 
ence with bees sa ys tha t if we 
have plenty of Golden rod tha t it 
is ex cellent bee pasture; but have 
you noticed how little there is of 
this, since mowing of permanent 
pa stures has become an approved 
farm pra ctice? Mowing helps con­ 
trol the weeds in a pa sture, tends 
to thicken the stand, and to in­ 
crea se the yield, but it a lso re­ 
duces the number 
of 
blooming 
pla nts 
tha t 
form erly 
provided 
much bee pa sture. Of course many 
fields will not be mowed, and we 
w ill have a lot of steel weed blos­ 
som. or Fa ll a ster, a s it is com­ 
monly known, tha t will be of value 
to the bees. 
It would be a good 
plan to continue looking a t the 
supers, about 
every two w*eeks 
during the Fall, for we m a y yet 
have a surplus of honey for the 
colony, and some in the supers for 
the owmer.

JACOB LIVED with Laban, 
his mother’s brother, for 20 years 
and prospered, although Laban 
had not always treated him well. 
He had married Leah, Laban’s 
older daughter, and Rachel, the 
younger, for whom he had labored 
seven years 
His marriage to 
Leah had been made by Laban 
through trickery. Leah had borne 
him several sons, however, and 
Rachel had one son. Joseph. 
Now Jacob saw that Laban no 
longer looked upon him with 
friendship, and decided h e , had 
better leave. 
In a dream the’ 
Lord appeared to him and told 
him to go back to his old home, 
so he gathered his wives and chil­ 
dren. servants and flocks and 
started. Unknown to him, how­ 
ever, Rachel stole the images or 
good luck charms from her fa­ 
ther’s house and took them with 
her 
Laban found out that his Im­ 
ages had been stolen, and think­ 
ing Jacob had done it he started 
in pursuit. He overtook Jacob on 
the seventh day, in the mount of 
Gilead, but during the night La­ 
ban had a dream wherein the Lord 
appeared to him and told him 
to do no harm to Jacob. Laban 
accused Jacob of steaUrg the Im­ 
ages and Jacob told him to search 
for them and to put to death 
whomsoever he found had them. 
Everywhere 
Laban searched, 
but Rachel had them hidden in 
the furniture of the camel she 
rode, and when her father came 
to search she sat on them and 
told him she could not rise to 
salute him as she was not well. 
Asks for Covenant 
Laban then asked Jacob to 
make a covenant with him, and 
Jacob had hts servants pile up 
stones and Laban said. 'This heap 
is a witness between me and thee 
this day 
They called the place 
Mizpah, meaning watchtower, for 
Laban said. “The Lord watch be­ 
tween me and thee, when we are 
absent one from another.” 
The two men still did not trust 
each other, you see, but early the 
next morning Laban kissed his 
daughters, and 
their children, 
blessed them and departed. 
Jacob went on his way, then, 
but he had another to face, the 
man whom he had wronged 20 
years before, his brother Esau. 
He was deathly afraid cf Esau, 
and he sent messengers before 
him to tell Esau he was coming 
and had great riches, hoping to 
find favor in his brother's sight. 


The messengers brought word 
that Esau was coming to meet 
him, and with him were 400 
armed men. This terrified Jacob 
still more. and he divided his 
flocks so that if Esau seized one 
group the others might escape. 
Jacob prayed to God to pro­ 
tect him, saying. 
“I am not 
worthy of the least of all the 
mercies, and of all the truth 
which Thou hast showed unto 
Thy servant; for with my staff 
I passed over this Jordan, and 
now I am become two banda. De­ 
liver me. I pray Thee, from the 
hand of my brother, and from the 
hand of Esau; for I fear him, lest 
he will come and smite me. and 
the mother with the children." 
Offers Princely Gift 
. He then prepared a* princely 
gift for his brother of "goats, 
sheep, camels and horses, and told 
his servants to go ahead and pre­ 
sent them to Esau. That night 
Jacob took his wives and children 
and passed over the ford Jabbok. 
That left him alone, and all that 
night he wrestled with a man and 
could not overthrow him, and the 
man touched Jacob's thigh with 
his hand and threw it out of joint, 
so that he was helpless. Never­ 
theless. as the day broke Jacob 
would not let the man go, and the 
man said, "Let me go,” but Jacob 
answered. “I will not let thee go, 
except thou bless me.” 
“And he said unto him. What 
is thy name ? And he said. Jacob. 
And he said, Thy name shall be 
called no more Jacob, but Israel: 
for as a prince hast thou power 
with God, and with men. and 
hast prevailed.” And tis blessed 
Jacob, but would not UU his 
name. 
Jacob called this place 
Peniel, "for I have seen God face 
to face, and my life is preserved,” 
he said. 
When Jacob saw his brothel* 
coming next morning, he put WB 
female servanu and their chil* 
dren in front, and hia wives and 
children last, last of aU being 
Rachel and Joseph. Jacob paased 
them and bowed himself to th# 
ground seven times before Esau, 
but Esau ran to meet him, em-, 
braced him. fell on hia neck and 
kissed him and both wept. Jacob’s 
family was then introduced and 
Esau asked Jacob and hit family 
to his home, but Jacob went an­ 
other way and set up a home for 
himself near the city of 8hatom. 
Esau had at first refused tho 
gift Jacob offered him, saying he 
was rich and didn’t need it, b u t 
Jacob prevailed upon him 
to 
take it. 
It is hard for us to accept 
Jacob as a good man. He w as a*, 
trickster, a liar, and a coward, 
and Esau appears to us to be the 
better man. But Jacob bad soffit 
courage and great determination.

At least for “ people who mat­ 
ter,” whether tlieii homes are in this coun­ 
try or in the remote antipodes. 
Among 
the latest arrivals have been the prime 
ministers oi South Africa and Australia the 
lattei almost directly “ down under.’' And 
all suci. guests, as they come in an endless 
and growing procession, are welcomed and 
fitter somehow into the vast structure of 
friendship, cooperation and defense. Wash­ 
ington is the cento! of financial and politi­ 
cal power, at least, so far as the Allied 
Nations are concerned. 
It is also the chief 
dispenser of help for tile free powers and 
hope for free-souled men every where. 
People back home, though, wonder a 
little now and then as to the complete a de­ 
quacy of the national capital in this ca pa ­ 
city . With all the politics and bureaucracy 
and dog-eat-dog rivalry that seem so pre­ 
valent there, can Washington really repre­ 
sent the Spirit of America?

might be 
netter if all such visitors who come to the 
center of this New World for help 
and 
hope could take a turn around this coun­

ADOLF’S BLUNDER 


ELABORATE reasons are given by war 
*■* 
commentators to explain why the All- 
Highest Hitler 
invited tho hostility of 
Brazil, by his reckless assaults on Brazilian 
ships and lives. 
Guessers say tha t he wanted to fright­ 
en the Brazilians into inaction, to deprive 
the United States and other Allies of Bra­ 
zilian imports, to teach Latin-America not 
to meddle in the war, and so on. 
It ma y easily have been a snake-and- 
rabbit act, to scare the victim stiff. 
But 
if so, the snake certainly failed to charm 
that rabbit. 
Instead, Hitler merely arous­ 
ed the self-respecting 
indignation of all 
the Latin-American nations to 
a 
higher 
Pitch and unified the western hemisphere 
against him. 
Thus 
unwittingly he per­ 
formed a great service for the fr e e men of 
this new world 
and 
hastened 
his 
own 
downfall. 
Sooner or later even a conquering Cae­ 
sar or Napoleon makes a fatal mistake. 
This may have been such a case 


some of the discouraging develop­ 
ment' of the war is one very encouraging 


factor — the improved co-operation be­ 
tw e e n the navies of Great Britain and tile 
United States. 


Naval and military cooperation a lwa y s 
I is difficult between Allies. 
Different cus­ 


toms, different 
training, 
sometimes dif­ 
ferent la ngua ges make tea mwork almost 
impossible at the start of any war. 
And it 
takes real sta tesma nship— military , naval 
and political — to improve it. 
To illustrate, cooperation between the 
United States, 
Britain 
and 
the 
Dutch 
touched bottom during the battles around 
the Dutch East 
indies. 
Since 
then tre­ 
mendous improvements have been ma de; 
but at that time tile United Nations hur- 
riedh had thrown together wha t ships Ad­ 
miral Tommy 
Hart had 
in the 
Philip­ 
pines; together with what the British had 
left after losing the Prince of Wa les and 
the Repulse off Singa pore; and fina lly tile 
very small fleet the Dutch could muster 
around J ava and Sumatra. 
Admiral Hart, 
then past retirement 
age, but with a good fighting record, was 
placed in command of the United Fleet, 
and in the Battle of Macassar Straits man­ 
aged to sink a largo number of J ap trans­ 
ports. 
After this action, Hart s scouts saw ap­ 
proaching a much larger J a pa nese fleet, 
including wha t appeared to be 8-inch gun 
cruisers, guarding a great convoy . 
H a il’s own fleet was inferior. 
So he 
j faced one of the vital decisions of wa r: 
I whether to save 
his fleet or give battle 
then. 
To give battle meant possible anni­ 
hilation, but also it meant the possibility 
of knocking out most or even all of this 
I J ap fleet. 
Admiral H a il took the first alternative 
and retired. Subsequently , the Dutch were 
critical of Ha il. The J aps made a landing 
close to J ava, subsequently pushed on to 
J ava, and the Dutch felt that the Allied 
fleet should have risked battle. 
By so do­ 
ing, they thought, J ava might have been 
:saved.

IDIET AND HEALTH 


Amazing Triumph 
Over 'Diphtheria 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
It ANYONE had told me 40 
y ears ago that at the end of that 
time diphtheria would be wiped 
out in this country by an effort of 
medical science, I would have re­ 
fused to believe a word of it. And 
if I had been further told that this

was to be due to the willing co­ 
operation of parents and children 
for individual vaccination by doc­ 
tors, boards of health and school 
doctors, I would have been even 
more incredulous. 
In looking back and thinking 
this over, I do not know whether 
to wonder at and admire more the 
« cientific accomplishment or the 
fact that the public was persuaded 
to take advantage of it. 
The scientific accomplishment is 
awe inspiring enough. To have I 
’aken a disease—one of the most 
fatal and treacherous of all human 
dangers, which has killed off the 
babies and children and y outh of 
the world for thousands of y ears, 
for we have records of it since 
mankind first squatted on the 
banks of the Nile—and to perfect 
a method, itself perfectly harm­ 
less, by which the introduction of 
a few drops of fluid under the skin 
will render an infant protected 
from the disease for life— that in­ 
dicates for me the highest form 
of accomplishment of the human 
mind. 
Education of Public 
But when I reflect back and re­ 
member all the cranks who were 
against "serum” and the anti­ 
vaccinationists of 1902, and con­ 
sider that by reasonable and gen­ 
tle persuasion, state boards of 
health have convinced parents so 
that in some states IOO per cent of 
children entering school have had 
diphtheria prevention, I am not so 
sure but what that is the greater 
triumph. 
People will swallow any kind of 
a witch’s brew made in a dark 
uack kitchen by an ignorant quack 
who has never tested it on a single 
case for this, that, or the other 
ailment, but will shy away from 


a product that has been the care­ 
ful and patient and tested accom­ 
plishment of the most exact labo­ 
ratories because it is a "serum.” 
I still get some letters from rep­ 
resentatives of the dinosaurs pro­ 
testing against my advocacy of 
diphtheria, smallpox and ty phoid 
vaccination, but even in my short 
career in medical journalism they 
are getting fewer and farther be­ 
tween. 
Success of Campaigns 
At any rate there is no question 
of the accomplishment In some 
states the campaign has been so 
thoroughly carried out that the 
citizens hardly know what diph­ 
theria is. 
In my neighboring city of Kan­ 
sas City , Kansas, in one of those 
enlightened states, there have been 
no deaths from diphtheria for three 
y ears. Think of that in a city of 
two hundred thousand population. 
In Massachusetts, a state where 
there is much population crowd­ 
ing, with tenements and poverty , 
the actual rate of incidence of 
diphtheria had dropped in the IO 
y ears between 1930 and 1940 from 
101 cases per IOO,OW population 
to 3. 
But remember, diphtheria is not 
killed; it is only sleeping. Eternal 
vigilance— continued vaccination 
—is the price of peace.

LACK OF FULL UNDERSTANDING 
IJH AS KINGTON — Standing out against 
" some of the discouraging develop­ 
ments of the war is one very encouraging 
factor — the improved co-operation be­ 
tween the navies of Great Britain and the 
United States. 
Naval and military cooperation always 
is difficult between Allies. 
Different cus­ 
toms, different 
training, 
sometimes dif­ 
ferent languages make teamwork almost 
impossible at the start of any war. And it 
takes real statesmanship-military, naval 
and political — to improve it. 
To illustrate, cooperation between the 
United States, 
Britain 
and 
the Dutch 
touched bottom during the battles around 
the Dutch East 
Indies. 
Since 
then tre­ 
mendous improvements have been made; 
but at that time the United Nations hur­ 
riedly had thrown together what ships Ad­ 
miral Tommy Hart had in the Philip­ 
pines; together with what the British had 
left after losing the Prince of Wales and 
the Repulse off Singapore; and finally the 
very small fleet the Dutch could muster 
around Java and Sumatra. 
Admiral Hart, 
then past retirement 
age, but with a good fighting record, was 
placed in command of the United Fleet, 
and iii the Battle of Macassar Straits man­ 
aged to sink a large number of Jap trans­ 
ports. 
Alter this action, Hart's scouts saw ap­ 
proaching a much larger Japanese fleet, 
including what appeared to be 8-inch gun 
cruisers, guarding a great convoy. 
Hart’s own fleet was inferior. 
So he 
faced one of the vital decisions of war: 
whether to save 
his fleet or give battle 
then. To give battle meant possible anni­ 
hilation, but also it meant the possibility 
of knocking out most or even all of this 
Jap fleet. 
Admiral Hart took the first alternative 
and retired. Subsequently, the Dutch were 
critical of Hart. The Japs made a landing 
close to Java, subsequently pushed on to 
Java, and the Dutch felt that the Allied 
fleet should have risked battle. By so do­ 
ing, they thought, Java might have been 
saved.

“THE COMMANDER ERRED” 
Whether Admiral Hart erred or not, 
only history can tell. 
But apparently he 
had made some other errors. 
For Hart 
himself, who is a refreshingly candid old 
sea-dog, several times wrote in his log: 
“The Commander (referring to himself) 
now finds that he was mistaken” about 
thus and thus. 
He had, for 
instance, 
sent the fleet 
scurrying off toward Sumatra, figuring the 
Japs would strike there; then east again 
to Java; and wasted so much time on 
these maneuvers that the Japs were able 
to reinforce their fleet. Also, Gen. Wavell 
was so busy reinforcing Singapore, and 
used so many British warships for convoy 
work that Hart was handicapped by les­ 
sened British naval support. 
All of these things combined caused the 
Dutch to voice vigorous protests to Wash­ 
ington, and Admiral Hart was transferred 
—“for reasons of health”. He was replaced

Amazing Triumph 
Over Diphtheria 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IF ANYONE had told ma 40 
years ago that at the end of that 
time diphtheria would ba wiped 
out in this country by an effort of 
medical science, I would hava ro­ 
tated to believe a ward of it. And 
if I had been further told that this

was to be due to the willing co­ 
operation of parents and children 
for individual vaccination by doc­ 
tors, boards of health and school 
doctors, I woald have been even 
more Incredulous. 
In looking back and thinking 
this over, I do not know whether 
to wonder at and admire more tile 
scientific accomplishment or the 
fact that the public was persuaded 
to take advantage of it. 
The scientific accomplishment ii 
ewe inspiring enough. To have * 
taken a disease—one of the most 
fatal and treacherous of all human 
dangers, which has killed off the 
babies and children and youth of 
the world for thousands of years, 
for we have records of it since 
mankind first squatted on the 
banks of the Nile—and to perfect 
a method, itself perfectly harm­ 
less, by which the introduction of 
a few drops of fluid under the skin 
will render an infant protected 
from the disease for life—that in­ 
dicates for me the highest form 
of accomplishment of the human 
mind. 
Education of Public 
But when I reflect back and re­ 
member all the cranks who were 
against "serum” and the anti- 
vaccinationiata of 1902, and con­ 
sider that by reasonable and gen­ 
tle persuasion, state boards of 
health have convinced parents so 
that in tome states IOO per cent of 
children entering school have had 
diphtheria prevention, I arn not so 
sure but what that is the greater 
triumph. 
People will swallow any kind of 
a witch's brew made in a dark 
oack kitchen by an ignorant quack 
who has never tested it on a single 
case for this, that, or the other 
ailment, but will aby away from 


s product that has been the care­ 
ful and patient and tested accom­ 
plishment of the moat exact Labo­ 
ratories because it is a ‘‘serum.” 
I still get some letters from rep­ 
resentatives of the dinosaurs pro­ 
testing against my advocacy of 
diphtheria, smallpox and typhoid 
vaccination, but even in my abort 
career in medical journalism they 
are getting fewer and farther be­ 
tween. 
Success of Campaigns 
At any rate there is no question 
of the accomplishment In some 
states the campaign haa been ao 
thoroughly carried out that the 
citizens hardly know what diph­ 
theria ii. 
In my neighboring city of Kan­ 
sas City, Kansas, in one of those 
enlightened states, there have been 
no deaths from diphtheria for three 
years. Think of that in a city of 
two hundred thousand population. 
In Massachusetts, a state where 
there ia much population crowd­ 
ing, with tenements and poverty, 
the actual rate of incidence of 
diphtheria had dropped in the IO 
years between 1930 and 1940 from 
101 caies per 100,000 population 
to 3. 
But remember, diphtheria is not 
killed; it is only sleeping. Eternal 
vigilance — continued vaccination 
—is the price of peace. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
D. M. T.: — Is scabies conta­ 
gious? If so, how long after being 
exposed do first symptoms appeal. 
and what is the usual length of 
time one has this itch? 
Answer: Scabies is an infection 
of the skin by a microscopic spi­ 
der-like insect. It is contagious- 
very. Symptoms appear as soon 
aa the insect has burrowed into 
the skin of his new location—a 
few hour*. The itch lasts forever 
unless you apply some sulphur 
ointment to kill off the invaders.

THE BATTLE OF JAVA 
Helfrich took command short­ 
ly before the disastrous battle ut 
Java. Under him were Rear Ad­ 
miral W’illiam A. Glasaford, who 
had succeeded Hart; Rear Ad-1 
qiiral Arthur Francis Pailiser. in 
command of British units; and1 
Rear Admiral Karel U. F. M. 
Doorman, the junior Dutch ad­ 
miral who commanded a t sea, Hel­ 
frich remaining in Surabaya. 
A few hours before the battle 
of Java, Allied scouts sighted a 
superior Japanese fleet, and again 
the difficult question arose of de­ 
ciding whether it was more ad­ 
visable to engage or withdraw and 
await a more favorable opportu­ 
nity. 
However, there was complete 
unity and complete understating 
when Admiral Doorman led the 
Dutch, 
American 
and 
British 
units into battle. 
The battle started in the old­ 
fashioned, approved naval style— 
two columns firing broadsides at 
each other. 
Admiral Doorman's 
flagship de Ruyter was Ut the 
vanguard, but being a six-inch 
gun cruiser it was outranged by 
the enemy’s 8-inch guns. So with 
typical Dutch courage, Doorman 
moved in closer, and signaled the 
rest of the column-—British and 
American ships—to follow. 
Doorman, it should be noted, 
was not accustomed to command­ 
ing a large number of naval units, 
the Dutch navy being very small. 
Ordinarily, other ships would not 
have followed Doorman, but since 
he signaled them to follow, they 
obeyed. 
This brought H.M.S. Exeter and 
the U.S.S. Houston, together with 
other British and American unit*, 
within range of the enemy’a 6- 
inch guns as well as its 8-inch 
guns.

“My orders,” replied the British 
commander, "are to serve under 
you until the situation becomes 
hopeless and then dispose of my 
ships according to my own judg­ 
ment.” 
“And what do you propoaa to 
do, Admiral Glasaford?” Helfrich 
asked. 
"My orders are to serve under 
you until further combat is use­ 
less.” the U. S. admiral replied. 
"I remain at your service.” 
“Then I order you to withdraw 
to Australian waters,” Admiral 
Helfrich replied, recognizing that 
without British support further 
resistance was hopeless. 
That sort of experience, how­ 
ever, is one of the things that may 
be encountered in any war, eape- 
cially in Its early stages.’
